Bad blood exists betweon' Ohina and 
Russia. The encroachments of the 
latter power on Chinese territory have 
excited the war spirit of tho Mongol. 
Russia relinquished a valuable prov- 
-^^ 'ince'a few months since and signed a 

* , Mw' treaty with China; but the Pekin 

euibaasador who conducted the nego- 
tiations on returning home was cast 
into prison and the Chinese Govern- 
• ment decline to ratify the treaty. His 
. fate is still uncertain and China is arm 

>...ingjra,{Sitl|y._ The tramp of armed men 
t'owanjs'Ker wpsVern frontier is already 
heard. Europeans are employed to 
drill the raw levies and more than 100 
EuglLsh officers have found employ- 

■ ment in the armies. Several tine Eng- 

. lish ironclads liave been added to the 
Celestial navy and tho manufacture of 
war material ia largely in the hands of 

'JEuropeatf arjB^us. Itmayyet' prove 
that Ruasi^^iils""eaUght a tartar"- in 
Central Asia; and .who will venture 
to say that in consequence of 
the difficulties which will at- 
tMid tho tran.sportation of men and 
munitions of war across the arid plains 
which lie between Russia^ in Asia and 
China, the armies of the former may 
not be wasted in the contest which 
would seem to be inevitable. A Ber- 
lin di.spatch says; "Tho Russian Gov- 
ernment have prohibited commercial 
caravans' from crossing the .Siberian 
frontier into Chinese Mongolia. The 
measure is the sequel to the rupture of 

• the SosNOTSKi Convention. Colonel 



SpSNOyaKi, it may be remeinberod, was 
sent 'some years ago to Kaii-su to con- 
clude a treaty with the Governor of 
♦he Province, in which Russia engaged 
to provision any Chinese troops operat- 
ing against the Kashgar rebels. Rus- 
sia's motives in this proceeding being a 
desire to stifle tho Mahomedan rebellion 
in China before it found it.s way to 
Turkestan, the treaty was set aside 
directly the danger was over. The 
momont Yakub Beg was defeated, the 
Russians,' instead of adhering to the en- 
gagement entered into, discontinued 
tho despatch of corn, and by leaving 
tho Chinese troops unprovided, caused 
the rebellion to revive. Obviously, 
tho collapse of tho Slahometan move- 
ment had been too complete to bo al- 
together satisfactory; and, when using 
thoir newly recovered strength, the 
Chinese requested the restoration of 
Hi, Russia, so far from respecting her 
engagements, passed on to positive hos- 
tility, and repeatedly allowed Mahome- 
tan bands to assemble oii her soil for 
tho invasion of Kashgar, Tho Afghan 
and Turcoman campaigns subsequently 
inclined Russia to settle with the Po- 
kin Government. But the treaty con- 
cluded w'ith CnuKG How, tho last 
Chinest) Ambassador at St, Petersburg, 
was too one-sided a document to be ap- 
proved at Pekin, Tho Chinese refusal 
to ratify the draft has iiow been 
answered by tho' dis-continuanco of 
com.mcrcial relations on the confines of 
tho two Empires. In other words, 
Russia; •«'ho ceased to victual tho 
Chinese at her own oxponso some time 
ago, has now forbidden her subjects to 
sell provender to tho Chinese com- 
inander.s. The diplomatic and com- 
mercial estrangement between the two 
Governments is complete." 

THE TWO CULPRITS. 

With tho Standard falsehood is a 
disease; and what is bred in the bono 
can't bo taken out through the flesh, 
With the Herald fibbing is simply a 
bad habit, which wn hope to euro by 
a liberal' application of tho editorial 
birch. Tho former is an old ofFender 
and must be classed as an incorrigible. 
No corrective, however powerful, wouhl 
change his propensity for storytelling 
;or;purge him of his moral obliquity. 
The latter is ah unruly urchin who 
sets pin-traps in the nuistei''a cushion, 
throws paper-pellets across the room, 
liils the inkstands with water and tells 
silly tales on his schoolfellows, The 
former nets from a spirit of devilish 
malice which ago and use have hard 
uned and confirmed until it has become 
ohronia The latter is impelled by a 
spirit -of mischievousness; but the 
rod and years will brinj, him into good 
form. When the Standard cooked its 
report of Judge Crease's charge to the 
grand jury itwas actuated by atnalicious 
desire to make that honorable gentle- 
"man appear as the wbitewasher of the 
Government. Wlien the Herald lent it- 
self to the same discreditable object it 
was in.spired more by a desire to create 
a sensation and to see the parties 
afTocted squirm like the pedagogue on 
a pin-point than by a wish to com- 
mit a grievous wrong. We have 
convicted both offenders — the calloused 
old man and the callow youth — of a 
serious offence; garbling the charge of 
a Judge to a grand jury, so as to make 
it appear that the address was an en- 
dorsement of tho neglectful policy of 
the Government towards the outlying 
districts. We cannot see that anything 
further can be said or done.

A resolution of 
the House might elicit the facts, but 
why sot a 25-horse power engine in 
motion to crush a pair of midgets ? Lei 
them go forth — the old sinner and the 
new. Tho Standard is consigned to 
the tender mercies of the public; a.s for 
the blithesome, thoughtless, exuberant 
Herald we shall take him in hand our- 
selves.

A BYLAW 

TO FURTHER AMEND THE POUND BY- 
LAW, 1878. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to further 
amend the City Pound Bylaw; 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Councillbrs of tho City of Victoria 
a,9 follows: — 

Notwithstaiicling anytliing contained in 
tho Victoria City round Bylaw, 1878, it 
shall bo lawful for tlie Mayor and Coun- 
cil, by such person as thoy shall by reso- 
lution appoint, upon tho application of 
any person residing within the City of 
Victoria and owning or keeping \vithin 
tho limits of tho said City a dog or dogs, 
to issue to such perdoti a license entitling 
such person to permit his dog or dogs to 
run at large within tlio limit^.of tho City 
of Victoria aforesaid, StkMlieenBe shall bo 
granted so as to terminate on tho thirty- 
tirst day of December in each and every 
year, and shall bo issued to such person 
on payment by him of tho sum of two 
dollars. 

2, It shall be tlio diity of tho Collector, 

or other ollicer or servant of tho Corpora- 
tion duly authorized by resolution for 
that purpose, on issuing the said license, 
to register- in a book to bo kept for that 
purpose a description of tho dog in re- 
spect of which such liconse shall be grant- 
j ed'and'tho name of thQ-persoii to* whom 
such license shall bo doliveredi And tho 
officer or servant of the Corporation issu- 
ing such license shall at the aamo timo 
deliver to the applicant therefor a metal 
badge or tag stamped with the year in 
which such badge or tug shall be issuedand a 
number corresponding with the' number 
of the record of tho issue of tho license 
issued in respect of such dog. 

3, The owner or keeper of any dog in 
respect of which such license shall bo 
issued as aforesaid shall cause a collar to 
bo constantly worn by such dog, with tho 
metal badge or tag mentioned in section 
two of this Bj'law attached thereto. 

4. No dog shall bo permitted to go at 
large in tho City of "Victoria unless such 
dog shall wear a" metal bodge or tag to bo 
used under tho provisions of this Bylaw, 
and in ca.sc any dog shall bo found loose 
or going at large as aforesaid contrai-y to 
tho provisions of this Bylaw tho owner or 
keeper of such dog shall forfeit and pay a 
lino or penalty of not more than twenty 
dollars," to bo recovered in the manner 
provided for in tljc tenth section of "The 
Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879." 

And notwithstanding the imposition of 
any fine under tho provisions of this By- 
law, such dog shall bo liable to be im- 
pounded and dealt with in all respects in 
tho same manner as- if this Bylaw had not 
been passed. 

5. On complaint being made to the 
Collector of Taxes of tho City of Victoria 
of any dog kept within the City limits 
liabitually disturbing the quiet of any 
person or persons whomsoever by bark- 
ing or howlini:, or endangering the safety 
of any person by biting or otherwise, tho 
Collector of Ta.xes on such complaint shall 
issue or cause to be issued notice of such 
complaint to tlie owner or person keeping 
such dog and shall cause such person to 
remove or destroy .such dog within three 
days after tho service of such notice upon 
such person. And if any person upon 
whom any such notice shall be served as 
aforesaid shall neglect to remove or de- 
stroy such dog within the period limited 
in such notice, he shall incur a penalty 
not exceeding tho sum of twenty dollars, 
to be recovered hy way of summary pro- 
ceedings before any Justice of tho Peace 
having juritdictiqn within the City limits, 
and payment of any fine imposed under 
tlie provisions of this suction may be en- 
forced in the m.annor provided in tho tenth 
section of " The Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 
1870." 

Provided alwiiys that such Justice of 
the Peace shall bo satisfied by proper evi- 
dence that such dog had in manner afore- 
said habitually disturbed the quiet of any 
person or persons in tho City or had en- 
dangered the safety of any person or per- 
sons in the said City by biting or other- 
wise. . ; 

Thia Bylaw shall be read in connection 
with and form part of tho Victoria City 
Pound Bylaw, 1878, and may be cited for 
all purposes as the Pound Bvlaw Amend- 
ment Bylaw, 1880.

BILL. 

An Act to Provide for the S&Iaries of 
_ tVo AdOitional Ju&ffes jBfvtlM^.Su- 
preme Oourt of Britisli OeltiaUa. 

Whereas by an Act passed by the Leg- 
islative Assembly of the Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia, in tho year one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-eight, and 
known as " Tlio better Administration of 
Justice Act," 1878," provision is made for 
the appointment of two Judges of the 
Supreme Court c£ British Columbia in 
addition to the numbed of Judges- now 
authorized to bo appointed to that Court, 
and it is necessary to make provision for 
the salaries of such additional Judges : 
Therefore Her Majesty^ by and with the 
advice - and consent of , the Senate and 
House of Commons' of Canada, enacts as 
follows: 

Tho salaiy of each of the two additional 
Judges of tho Supremo Court of British 
Columbi.a, referred to in the preamble to 
this Act, shall be four thousand dollai-s 
per annum, and shall be payable out of 
any unapuropriated moneys forming part 
of tho Consolidated Revenue Fund of 
Canada. .., ... . " .,■ "Z 

The atiove is the full text of the Bill 
aft'ectiug tho Judici.ary of this Province 
which has just passed tho Canadian Com- 
mons. Tiio Act of this legislature refer- 
red to in tho first section of the Bill is as 
follows : 

1. For the jjurposo only of indicating 
tho sections of tho Province in whicli tho 
Judges of tho Supremo Court shall reside 

and usually discharge' tlteir duties, tho 
following portions of tho Province and 
Electoral Districts e.st.iblished at tho time 
of tho pa.ssing of this .Vet .shall be J udicial 
Districts, namely: — 

(a.) Tho Electoral Districts of Victoria, 
of Victoria City, of Esquimalt, of 
Nanaimo, Cowichan and Comox, to- 
gether with any outlying portions of 
Vancouver Island, and Qaoon Char- 
lotto Island, and such islands adjacent 
to Vancouver Island as were former- 
ly deDendoncies of the late Colony of 
Vancouver Island, shall form one 
■ Judicial District, under tho name of 
tho "Victoria Judicial District." 

(b.) Tho Electoral District of New West- 
minster (excepting what is known .as 
tlie Coast Distric *, and Queen Char- 
lotte Island), tho Electoral District 
of Nov.- Wcstmin.-jtor City, and tho 
Yale and Hope Ri'lling Divisions of 
tho Electoral District of Yale shall 
form ono J udi.-ial District, under the 
name of the '•Westminster Judicial 
District." 

(c.) The Electoral District of Lillooet and 
of so much of Yale as i.i not included 
in tho Westminster .Judicial District, 
.shall form one Judicial District, and 
be known as tho "Clinton Judicial 
District. " 

((/.) The Elect oral Distiict of Cariboo sluill 
form one Judicial District, and bo 
known as the " Cariboo Judicial Dis- 
trict." 

(c.) Until otherwise determined by law, 
tho Coast District and tho Electoral 
Districts of Cassiar and Kootenay 
shall, for .Judicial purposes, form 
part of the " Victori.a .ludioial Dis- 
trict." 

. 2. The Judges of tho Supremo Court of 
British Columbia sha^ in general'discharge 
their'duties iii tho judicial districts which 
may be tissigned to thonf: Provided, how- 
ever, that one of the throe .fudges assign- 
ed to tho Mainland .shall reside in tho 
city of New Westminster; ono in tho 
town of Clinton; and one in the town of 
Bixrkorville; or in tho neighborhood of 
these respoctu'e places. -■• 

.1. The provisions of tho "Circuit Courts 
Act, 1872," sh.all bo extended to and in- 
clude County Courts, and shall not bo 
dcem.^d to iuivo been ftlierwiso varied 
hereby. 

4. Nothing in this Act shall be constru- 
ed so as to interfere with tho true intent 
and meaning of section nine of the ' Bet- 
ter Administration of Justice Act, 1878. " 

ii. Tliis Act shall come into force on a 
day w-hicli tho Lieutenant-Oovernor may 
bo pleased to fix by procl.amation, and 
may bo cited as the "Judicial District 
.■Vet, 1879."- 

It is understood that immediately upon 
tho issuance of tho proclamation declaring 
the Act in force, theCounty Court Judges 
w-ill bo pensioned and the work now per- 
formed by those officers -will be transacted 
by the .Snprenic Court .Tudges.

It is'islt'atcd'tbat the Provincial Leg- 
islature will bo called together for the 
dispatch of bu.siness on tho 5th prox. 
Now, then, it is quite lapparent that 
the Doifiinion Government have not 
made, and don't intend to make, any 
provision for the carrying out of that 
part of .the.vOaraarvon Terms that 
quire.s tlieih to consfcruct'a railway from 
Esquimalt to-Nanaimo, nor does it yet 
ajjpear that they have taken or intend 
to take any measures providing for 
suitable compensation for Hucli failure 
to carry out the tripartite treaty known 
as the Oarnarvon Terms. Through 
this failure the Island portion of Brit- 
ish Columbia has sustained a most 
grievous loss, and also from the fact 
that all the land.s are held in tho vice- 
like grns]-) of an Island railway reserve, 
without tlio construcoion of the rail- 
way for which the reseryo was granted. 
Tliere is a certain point boyoncl which 
pa'tieiice ceases to be a virtue, and in the 
matter of tlie Island Railway and the 
reserve, that point has long since been 
reached. It is high time for tho Pro- 
vincial Legislature to have Romo defin- 
ite and distinct undertaking in this 
matter with the Federal authorities. 
While doing so it is necessary for our 
local savans not to lose sight of the 
fact that tlii.s Island is entitled to con- 
siderable compensation for the long 
delay and the consequent lo.ss to the 
Province at large and tho East C'oa.st 
of Vancouver Island in particular, from 
the non-construction of the railway. 

Year by year passes away and the 
railway reserve rests like an embargo 
on the country lying between Nanaimo 
and Esquimalt. Settlers have come in 
our midst to take u\> land and cultivate 
the soil, but they aro met by tho chill- 
ing \Yord " reserved."'^ ■" Our local leg- 
islaturo^shoiild. at least take step-s to 
have the land thrown open to settle- 
ment and improvement. Thi.s can bo 
done without in tho least jeopardizing 
our right to have the Nanaimo and 
Esquimalt railway built and compen- 
sation for delays past and future. 
What with tho reserve on the Main- 
land and the reserve on the Island 
there is no place, except on tlie out- 
lying Islands, and agricultural inon as 
a rule are strongly adverse to travelling 
to and fro by water. On the Mainland 
contracts have been lot for railway 
construction, and opeiations are con- 
fidently expected in a few weeks or 
months at least. Such is not tho case 
on the Island and therefore it i.s but 
right that an opportunity should be 
afibrded tho Island to open up hor na- 
tural advantages.

health-giving properties of the cement 
torn from the chapel of Knock ; while 
the little towns of Ballyhaunis, and 
Claremorris, equidistant from Knock, 
have a great deal more than they can 
do to put up the crowd of pilgrims who 
come from all parts ot tho country on 
their way to tho scone of the miracle.

CHINA. 

Ho.VGKONG, March, 1. — There is sur- 
prise and dissatisfaction among the 
Americans in China by the refusal of 
General Donovan, commanding the 
British garrison* at Hongkong, to 
fire a .salute of 121"' guns on Washing- 
ton's birthday.--- Governor Hennes-sy 
honored the anniversary by displaying 
a royal standard and issued orders for 
a salute to the military and naval of 
ficcrs. Commodore Smith, seaior naval 
officer, complied, but General Donovan 
pleaded no precedent and declared a 
salute unauthorized by tho Queen's 
regulations. The matter will bo heard 
of hereafter, Governor Henne.s.sy, as 
coiumander-in-chief of all the force* 
here stationed, reg^arding the refusal 
as an act of insubordination. 

The action of the Peking govern- 
ment respecting Chung How, late am- 
bassador to Russia, astonishes natives 
and foreigners alike. It is still believ- 
ed by many to be a piece of political 
deception to mislead tlie outside judg- 
ment. A new conviction is gaining 
ground that tho governnient feels sucli 
blind confidence since the victorie,=i in 
Central Asia that nothing will be al- 
lowed to obstruct inovenunits for a 
couipleto resumption of lost power, 
conBii<|uently Chung How is disgraced, 
not for tho course he took, but for not 
liaving pursued that cour.se half far 
enough.

Tho severest earthquake sinco the 
opening of the port.s was felt on Sun- 
day February 22. Many houses tottered 
and Vokohama is . badly injured and 
much property is destroyed; no lives 
were lo.st.

AFGHANISTAN. 

Lo.\no.N, March 25, --A di.spatch 
from Lahore says, "troops at .lellala- 
bad were ordereil to advance on Gun- 
daniuk by forced marches in oonso- 
quonco of a report of tlio hostile at 
tributes of the South Gliilzni,s. A de- 
serter reports that Ghalam Ilydcr, gov- 
t-rnor of Afghan Turkistaii, sent three 
regiments with G guns toward Ualka to 
oppose Abdul Bahmau Khan ; but 
they went over bodily to Abdul 
.Bahman and Gbolam Aydor fled, 
whither it is not known. 

London March 25. — Ex-Emproas 
Eugenie is travelling incognito. She 
is accompanied hy Colonel Sir Evelyn 
and Lady Wood, tho ilarquis of Bas- 
sano and a small suite. Thoy will em- 
bark at Southampton to-day for South 
Africa to visit the scene of the Prince

A dispatcli froui Columbia, S.C, 
states that a horrible traegdy occurred 
Tuesday, near the village of Silver 
Street, Newberry county. 'W. Spear 
man'j a respectable aud .successful far- 
mer, was.the actor . ill a horrible aflair. 
Upon entering the house Mr. Spear- 
man accosted a 3-oiinger iDrother," who 
was just rising from the supper table, 
saying, "I want to sjieak to you broth- 
er," and simultaneously drew out a 
large knife which he bad concealed in 
his sleeve. The unsuspecting young 
man leaned over, -wheh ' his brother 
made a slash with the knife at his 
throat, cutting a terrible gash and sev- 
ering the jugular vein, causing death 
in a few minutes. The slayer then 
rushed into tho adjoining room and 
seized his wife, cutting hor throat from 
ear to oar."' He then lifted the bloody 
knife and deliberately cut his own 
throat. When assistance came the 
two men were found dead in pools of 
blood and the unfortunate woman was 
breathing her last. The only rational 
supposition as to the cause of jthis re- 
markable tragedy is thiit tho murderer 
was laboring under temporary mental 
aberration, for ho -was known to bo a 
sober, kind-hearted man, who was on 
tlic most aflectionato terms -with his 
wife and brothor.
